Heedless Federal 
Spending To Be 
Johnson's Target 


DOVER, Del. (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, making a final 
appeal for votes in the North­ 
east, said today he will “ declare 
a w ar on w aste” throughout 
governm ent. 
Johnson, in a cam paign talk 
prepared for delivery from the 
steps of Dover’s old statehouse, 
said he will m ake w ar against 
needless federal spending, eco­ 
nomic waste caused by reces­ 
sions and the waste of w ar — 
“ m ost awful waste of all.” 
The President lined up speak­ 
ing dates in Dover and Wilming­ 
ton, Del., a big swing through 
New York’s suburban Nassau 
County and an appearance to­ 
night at a big Democrtic rally 
in Madison Square Garden. 
In making two stops in Dela­ 
w are, Johnson hoped to boost 
the election chances of Demo­ 
cratic Gov. E lbert N. Carvel 
who seeks the senate seat of 
Republican John J. W’illiams. It 
was W’illiam s who wa' instru­ 
m ental in winning adoption of a 
resolution that led to the Senate 
investigation of the aeivities of 
Bobby Baker, once one of John­ 
son’s close associates. 
The 
President 
Friday night 
wound up a final cam paign tour 
of the Midwest with an appear­ 
ance before 
a roaring partisn 
crowd that filled Chicago Stadi­ 
um after a colorful “torchlight 
parade” 
down 
West 
Madison 
Street—including the city’s skid 
row. 
Thousands turned out for the 
parade 
which 
featured 
Kleig 
lights, elaborate floats, bagpipe 
bands and even some flickering 
torches. 
The stadium crowd turned out 
by the Dem ocratic organization 
of M ayor Richard J. Daley in­ 
terrupted 
Johnson 
with 
ap­ 
plause — accompanied by ap­ 
propriate organ music — after 
virtually every sentence.

stand trial in the m urder of 
nurse Wanda Cook, 24. 
Abbott was indicted on a first 
degree m urder charge Friday 
by the Hamilton County Grand 
Jury, which completed 2Vi days 
of investigation into the deah of 
Miss Cook, of Bellevue, Ky., 
whose body was found Oct. 21 in 
a trunk in the Cleveland rail­ 
road term inal. 
Prosecutor Raymond E. Shan­ 
non mailed a letter to Rhodes 
asking that an extradition w ar­ 
rant be presented to Gov. Ed­ 
ward T. Breathitt of Kentucky. 
If B reathitt agrees, an ex tra­ 
dition hearing will be held at 
Frankfort, Ky., at which Abbott 
could resist his being returned 
to Cincinnati, where Miss Cook 
was killed two weeks ago in the 
Sheraton-Gibson Hotel. 
Abbott’s attorney, H arry H. 
Mcllwain, indicated there would 
be an all-out fight against ex­ 
tradition. 
Abbott was arrested Oct. 21 
and has refused to come to Cin­ 
cinnati voluntarily. He is in jail 
in Newport, Ky.

Agriculture 
Garden plants are somewhat 
like people in that they also like 
protection 
from 
winter’s 
icy 
blasts. But there the similarity 
ends, for a winter cover on 
plants is more to keep them 
cold rather than warm. 
Plants, too, are individuals. 
For best success in bringing 
them through the winter, each 
will need a little 
different 
treatment. 
Many perennials require a 
summer mulch for them to show 
their best. These same plants 
usually require an additional 
winter mulch. 
Extension 
horticulturists 
at 
Ohio State University recom- 
ment that the summer mulch be 
at least two to three inches deep 
over the enire perennial bed. 
During the winter months, an 
additional one or two inches 
may be needed for extra protec­ 
tion. 
• * • 
THE SOIL should be allowed 
to freeze slightly before adding 
a winter mulch. The mulch pre­ 
vents heaving of the plants, 
which destroys their root sys­ 
tem, by alternate freezing and 
thawing of the soil. It also pre­ 
vents too deep freezing of the 
soil, keeps it cold later in the 
spring and the perennials dor­ 
mant until mild weather arrives. 
In the spring, any addition­ 
al mulching material applied to 
he perennial bed should be fan­ 


ned out away from the stems 
and crowns of the plants. 
Fall-planted trees, shrubs and 
evergreens should also be given 
a mulch of at least three to five 
inches after thoroughly watering 
them. Loose, dry soil around 
their roots will usually freeze 
deeper than when moist and cov­ 
ered with a mulch. 
Just which mulching mater­ 
ial to use is a matter of choice 
and availability. Crushed corn 
cobs provide an excellent type 
and are readily available in 
most parts of the state. 
Peat moss is also an excel­ 
lent mulch. But it is expensive 
to use on large areas. Straw 
is very common but highly flam­ 
mable. 
Grass clippings can be used 
if applied loosely to prevent 
packing and heating through 
decomposition. Avoid clippings 
removed from 2, 4-D treated 
lawns. Wood chips are easy to 
apply, but again, caution should 
be used to obtain chips not per 
meated with 2, 4-D compounds. 
These compounds will kill your 
plants. 
e v e 
OTHER organic mulching ma 
terial available for the home 
gardener include compost, buck 
wheat hulls, cocoa-bean hulls 
and peanut hulls. 
Hold off your applications of 
winter mulching materials until 
the soil begins to freeze. And 
be sure the soil is sufficiently 
moist 
to 
bring 
the 
plants 
through the winter.

of all is to halt dirt before it can 
deface polished floors, or flake 
off of overshoes to soil the cloth­ 
es closet and its contents. 
Nail a scrub brush just outside 
of the door so people can scrape 
their shoes over its bristles. 
Place a big blotter or a mat in­ 
side the door to absorb drips. 
A n o t h e r way to catch drips 
is to spread a gooved plastic 
runner like those used in public 
buildings. This material, sold by 
the yard, can be wiped off with a 
sudsy cloth after a storm, then 
rolled up for storage. 
Don’t r e l y on these devices 
alone to halt preventable soil. 
Try establishing a beachhead 
against dirt in a back hall, util­ 
ity room or enclosed vestibule. 
Set up a “mud trap” w h e r e 
stormwear is removed—before 
it gets a c h ance to cause ex­ 
tra work. 
A plastic waste basket is an 
excellent holder for dripping um­ 
brellas. A metal boot rack with 
a tray to ca t c h dripping mud 
and water will save floors, and 
also help overshoes to dry fast­ 
er. Wall hooks are easily install­ 
ed for hanging rainwear. 
Make it fun for small children 
to use the “mud room”. Low- 
set fc o o k s will encourage them 
to hang their raincoats. Give 
each c h i l d colorful plastic 
clothespins to clip rubbers and 
overshoes together in pa i rs — 
easy to locate on the next rainy 
’ay. M a r k a “special” p lace 
with name - on adhesive tape to 
remind youngsters where to put 
their rainy - day duds. Let older 
children help by mopping the 
mud room “deck” with a bucket 
of suds. 
Clean raincoats won’t soil oth­ 
er garments — either in t h e 
closet or d u r i n g wear — so 
choose the washable kinds and 
wash them often. Coats and jac­ 
kets can be immersed in soap or 
detergent after pre • scrubbing 
hemlines with a well - lathered 
brush. F a b r i c s with a water- 
repellent finish need to be rinsed 
repeatedly to flush away every 
t r a c e of suds. T h e reason: 
soaps and detergents are wet­ 
ting agents which will impede 
the water-repellent function of 
the finish unless rinsed out. 
Certain water -repellent fabric 
finishes are improved by press- 
ins, so don’t skip that step if that 
is recommended in care direc­ 
tions attached to the garment. 
Stormwear made of filmy or 
heavier slicker - type plastic can 
be surface - sponged often with 
soap or detergent suds. T h e y 
also benefit from occasional tho­ 
rough washing in deep suds, fol­ 
lowed by r i n s i n g and wiping 
with a dry cloth. Stuff the pock­ 
ets with tissue so air can circu­ 
late to dry them inside. 
Wash plastic rain bonnets and 
vinyl g l o v e s ofteh. Use a vac­ 
uum cleaner attachment to suck 
dried dirt out of boots and ga­ 
loshes; then wipe soil from boot 
linings with a cloth dipped into 
thick suds. This will prevent 
dirt rings on stockings, 
and 
protect shoe leather and shines 
next time the storm footwear is 
pulled on 
Set up a “ service station” at 
the kitchen sink or laundry tub 
so adults and children can wash 
t h e i r own rubbers, galoshes, 
and boots. Provide newspapers 
to catch drips and a brush to 
scrub soles. After swishing foot 
protectors through suds, rinse 
inside and out, and hang them 
upside down to drain dry. Some 
boots are even labeled as ma­ 
chine washable.

Of Plant Disease 


Many disease-causing organ­ 
isms live over the winter on gar­ 
den crop refuse that is allow 
ed to remain on the soil surface, 
reports Dr. R. E. Partyka, Ohio 
State University Extension plant 
pathologist. 
A good cleanup this fall will 
help prevent infection of garden 
plants next season. Plant resi­ 
dues either should be plowed 
down or composted. 
Any material composted ac­ 
tually should be left for at least 
two years before returning it to 
the garden. This is especially 
true of disease organisms have 
been prevalent in your garden, 
Partyka says. 
If you know the areas in your 
garden where a serious soil­ 
borne disease was present, take 
note of the spots so the soil can 
be treated with a fumigant or 
plant the crop in a new location.

The World Today 


WASHINGTON (AP)—There’s 
no 
log 
cabin 
in 
the 
1964 
presidential 
campaign, 
abso- 
utely no oratory and utterly no 
ait. But President Johnson and 
Sen. Barry Coldwater can hold 
Jieir own against anyone with 
didies. 
But, if what they’ve been 
saying about each other makes 
some people a little bilious, it’s 
been mild compared with the 
slander of other campaigns. 
"Neither Johnson nor 
Cold­ 
water emerged from a log ca­ 
bin. So the legend of the poor 
boy who made good has no at 
traction this year. 
Johnson’s origin may have 
been modest, but it wasn’t pov­ 
erty- stricken, and now that he 
acknowledges wealth of at least 
S3.5 million from a radio and 
television station owned by him 
and his wife he can’t campaign 
as a poor man. 
Neither can Coldwater. He 
never had to look for a job in his 
life, except when he got into 
politics and ran for election. He 
was born into a family that 
owned a department store and 
had a job ready and waiting for 
him. 
And when he did go to work in 
it he was soon running it. Rath, 
er happily, too. His worth now is 
put at least $1.7 million. It’s 
no wonder they don’t spend any 
time talking about their lives 
and hard times. 
The dictionary describes ors 
tory as “the exercise of elo­ 
quence.” But, while oratory in 
defense of an issue is no vice, 
eloquence in pursuit of votes is 
not necessarily a virtue if they 


can be won with plain talk. 
This may explain why John­ 
son and Coldwater sound more 
like politicians than statesmen. 
Johnson’s 
speech Thursday, 
saying Tuesday’s election will 
prove “there is not going to be 
another crack in the Liberty 
Bell,” will not be recorded as 
one of the imperishable cam­ 
paign utterances. 
And 
Coldwater’s 
statement 
that the “overriding issue in 
this campaign is what kind of 
America are we going to have 
tomorrow?”., proves the point 
made years ago by Sen. Paul H. 
Douglas, Illinois Democrat and 
a very learned man. 
He said in today’s politics the 
emphasis is on exposition rather 
than oratory. 
Outside of Coldwater’s crack 
that Johnson represented “dad- 
dyism” there hasn’t been a 
memorable moment of oratory 
in the whole race. 
Only some of the races of the 
past are remembered for their 
wit, and this isn’t one of them. 
Can you remember one funny 
line from Johnson or Cold­ 
water? 
There has been nothing to 
match Harold Ickes’ remark in 
1940 that the Republican candi­ 
date, Wendell Willkie, the big 
businessman, was the “barefoot 
boy from Wall Street.” 
The tart Ickes, secretary of 
the interior in President Roose 
velt’s Cabinet, was in good form 
that year, as he showed by his 
confession that he didn’t listen

to Thomas Dewey, who failed to 
get the GOP nomination, be­ 
cause “I have a baby of my 
own.” 
Coldwater has called Johnson 
a “phony” and a “faker” who is 
a “little loose with the truth.” 
And he has made a hobby of 
announcing there is corruption 
in the Johnson administration. 
Johnson has been milder — 
although his trigger-happy im­ 
plications hardly are — and has 
contented himself with calling 
Coldwater an impulsive “rant­ 
ing, raving demagogue.” 
But all this is like an innocent 
grin compared with some of the 
things said by and about polit! 
cians in years gone. 
President John Adams was 
called a semimaniac, Thomas 
Jefferson 
an 
“anti-Christ,” 
Grover Cleveland was accused 
of fathering an illegitimate child 
and when he won the presidency 
Republicans chorused: 
“Ma, ma, where’s my pa? 
Gone to the White House, ha, 
ha, ha.” 
In the field of cliches Johnson 
and Coldwater seem no better 
or worse than presidential can­ 
didates of the past although 
they contribute their share, like 
these: 
By Johnson — “We must keep 
our eyes on the stars and our 
feet on the ground.” And by 
Coldwater to the voters — “I 
think you’re reaching the end of 
your rope” and the basic issue 
“is whether we shall take the 
path that leads to socialism.” 


Khrush 
Hug Helps, Haunts Indian 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) —, 
S. A. Dange can testify that a 
bear hug from a Russian may 
prove embarrassing—four years 
later. 
Dange is the beleaguered lead­ 
er of the pro-Russian wing of In­ 
dia’s 
splintered 
Communist 
party. 
Nikita Khrushchev was begin­ 
ning a tour of India in 1960 when 
he met Dange at the airport. He 
wrapped himself around the In­ 
dian Red in a show of affection 
that clearly indicated Dange was 
Khrushchev’s man in India. 
For four years, the hug served 
Dange well as he struggled to 
survive cut-throat infighting that 
all but wrecked the 
Indian 
party. After the 1962 India-Com­ 
munist China border war, pro- 
Chinese Reds split away. But 
about 60 per cent of India’s Com 
munists chose Khrushchev as 
their idol and kept the man he 


hugged as their leader. 
Now the infighting is reviving. 
Reds who survived the last in­ 
tramural battle are scrambling 
to land on the right side now 
that Khrushchev is gone. 
Initial policy guidelines from 
the top reportedly are, in effect, 
“down with Khrushchev and 
everybody he bear-hugged.” 
Dange was traveling in East­ 
ern Europe when the news broke 
of Khrushchev’s ouster. He im­ 
mediately went to Moscow for 
talks with the Kremlin’s new 
leaders. Whether he survived 
the distinction of being Khrush­ 
chev’s man in India still is not 
clear. 
If Khrushchev’s successors try 
to quiet down the quarrel with 
Communist China, Dange will 
be in for rough days. For he, 
like Khrushchev, has been bitter 
in his condemnation of Peking.

Bonfires were lit in honor of their sun 
god. and on this occasion the lord of 
death would summ on all the souls of 
the departed who had been confined in 
the bodies of lower anim als In order to 
decide what future form they should 
take. 
This is an indication that the Druids 
were firm believers in the incarnation 
of departed souls. Furtherm ore, there 
w as a superstitious belief that witches, 
fairies, devils, ghosts and all m anner of 
unnatural beings were m ost likely to 
appear on Halloween.

To eavesdrop or not to eavesdrop— 
that is the question being asked in a 
num ber of places, and with good rea­ 
son. The question actually m ay be little 
m ore than academ ic, because eaves­ 
dropping has becom e a way of life in 
industry, governm ent and private pur­ 
suits. 


Professional 
eavesdropping, 
which 
should be differentiated from the gos­ 
sip’s delight at listening in on a private 
conversation, 
has 
becom e 
big busi­ 
ness. So big it supports a num ber of 
m anufacturing concerns m aking noth­ 
ing but “ bugging” equipment and arm ­ 
ies of private and public investigators 
doing their best to invade privacies. 
Uncle Sam is largely responsible for 
the growth in surreptitious surveillance, 
for two reasons. F irst, he is the big­ 
gest practitioner of it. A House

com m ittee reported in 1962 finding, 5 - 
000 snooper buttons (telephone listening 
devices) in federal offices in W ashing­ 
ton. The chances are excellent that if 
one calls a federal official in any bu­ 
reau of government, his conversation 
will either be tape recorded or monit­ 
ored by a third party.

And in the l a s t decade, es­ 
pecially the Eisenhower years, 
O h i o a n s have shown even 
stronger indifference to presi­ 
dential majorities when it comes 
to electing Congressmen. 
An exception was 1948, when 
H arry Trum an won—but not big 
—and Dem ocrats gained eight 
House seats. 
As for Senators, the records 
show the candidate frequently 
carries more voting weight than 
tile presidential majority, win­ 
ning when his party loses the 
White House. The prim e exam ­ 
ple: Robert A. Taft during the 
Roosevelt years. 
Going back through the years, 
this is the story: 
In 1936, a landslide year for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the Re­ 
publicans lost four seats. But 
in 1938, a non-presidential year, 
the Republicans came roaring 
back and picked up 12. 
When Roosevelt swept to his 
third term in 1940, he cost the 
Republicans in Ohio just two 
house seats.

Before Dwight D. Eisenhower 
won in 1952, the Republicans 
had a 16-7 edge in the Ohio Con­ 
gressional delegation.

habit. 
But Dr. Schuman quit, and at 
last report stayed that way.

While the report is not a year 
old, the best indications are that 
cigarette sales have not totally 
recovered from the im pact of 
the surgeon general’s report. 
Firm statistics are hard to 
come by — but perhaps 16 bil­ 
lion cigarettes went unsmoked 
between January and June of 
this year.

Museum Jewelry Thieves 
May Be Rank Amateurs 


NEW YORK (AP) — Thieves 
who stole the world’s largest 
star sapphire, the “Star of In­ 
dia,” and 21 other gems from 
the American Museum of Natu­ 
ral History m ay have been rank 
am ateurs — helped along by 
lack of security m easures. 
Police 
searching 
the 
mu­ 
seum ’s J .P. 
Morgan Hall 
of 
Gems and Minerals for clues to 
the daring burglary found fin­ 
gerprints all over the smashed 
jewel display cases and on a 
partly opened window that may 
have been the way in for the 
thieves. 
Experts also said that while 
the thieves took gems valued at 
m o r e 
than 
$300,000 
t h i r 
choices did not indicate expert 
knowledge. 
They took unique and easily 
identifiable stones, difficult to 
cut, while many costly gems 
that 
would 
be 
more 
salable 
were ignored. 
Police 
said 
the 
m useum ’s 
efforts at economy had made 
the job easier for the thieves. 
The city-owned museum, with 
about one million square feet of 
space in 18 buildings, had only 
seven guards on duty during the 
night 
and 
museum 
officials 
have been pleading for more 
staff. 
Detectives 
inspecting 
the 
display cases from which the 
gems were taken also found two 
burglar alarm systems, neither 


in operation. 
One 
system, 
an 
electronic 
“ eye” that set off an alarm, had 
not worked for years. Also long 
disconnected was a system of 
triggers under the bigger stone* 
that would set off an alarm the 
moment the stones were lifted. 
The theft, one of the largest in

Friday, 
when a custodian unlocked the 
hall of gems. 
Huge iron gates at each end of 
the hall had not been disturbed

One case contained only three 
stones. The “ Star of India,” 2Mi 
inches in diam eter and weighing 
563.35 carats or nearly a quarter 
of a pound, is valued at $100,000 
but is actually priceless. 
The DeLong Star Ruby, 100.3S 
carats and said to be the largest 
and most perfect star ruby in 
the world, also was valued at 
$100,000. The third stone was a 
purplish 
“ midnight 
sapphire,” 
about the same size as the ruby 
and valued at $35,000. None of 
the gems was insured.
